DENIES KNOWLEDGE

Statements Made by Wilhelm 
in Memoirs Concerning 
His Work and Writings 
All Erroneous, He Says. 


Wilhelm Hohenzollern, former 
German Emperor, has cited a para 
graph from the writings of Prof. 
Roland G. Usher of Washington Uni- 
versity to support Wilhelm’s conten- 
tion that the allies were responsible 
for the world war. 

Prof. Usher, in a talk last evening 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter, de- 
nied that the passage meant what 
' Wilhelm interpreted it to mean. Prof. 


‘Usher holds that Germany and Aus- 


i tria were responsible for the war, 


jand that this is proven by the fact 
ithat they were ready, while the al- 
‘Hed nations, England, France end 
'Russia, were conspicuously unready 
for hostilities. 

Wilhelm’s reference to Prof. Ush- 
er appeared in the seventh install- 
ment of his memoirs, which was 
‘printed in yesterday's Globe-Demo- 
crat. The former Kaiser said that 
Prof. Usher had often been called 
‘into consultation as an adviser on 
‘foreign relations by, the State De- 
partment at Washington, because of 
his unusual knowledge of interna- 
tional matters. He then quoted the 
/passage from Prof. Usher's book, 
'**Pan-Germanism,"” published in 1913, 
which appears with this article. In 
‘this connection the former Kaiser 
refers to a book published in Holland 
‘in 1918, entitled “The Problem of 
Japan,” by an uhnamed author, who 
‘ig described as “an ex-counselor of. 
legation in the Far East.” This au- 
‘thor, in his book on Japan, not only 
quoted the paragraph from the Usher 
book, but, according to the former 
‘Kaiser, he published, in tabulated 
‘form, “the agreements between En- 
gland, France and America in 1897.” 


Agreements Not Reprinted. 


The former Kaiser does not re 
print the purported “agreements, ' 
but he dilates on the supposed reve- 
lation, the origin of which is trace 
to Prof. Usher. He says that this 
“treaty,” made 17 years before the 
beginning of the world war, and i! 
‘rected against “Spain, Germany, 
etc.,” explained the policy of en- 
circlement pursued successfully bj 
‘King Edward VII, and led to the 
public acknowledgment of the En 
tente Cordiale (England, France and 
Russia). 

“Usher talked out of school,” the 
former Kaiser commented, “and 
conclusively proved at whose door 
lies the guilt for the world war.’ He 
goes on to say that the Usher sta‘te- 
ment also refutes the assertion that 
the United States entered the war 
because of the German unrestricted 
submarine warfare. The former 
Kaiser says that President Wilson 
was resolved probably from the 
ginning of the war, and certalinl) 
from 1915, to take the United States 
into the war against Germany. 
| Prof. Usher, when seen at his 
home, 6787 Cates avenue, said that 
he had never seen the book pub- 
lished in Holland, to which Wilhelm 
refers, and that he has never seen 
or known of any written treaty or 
agreement, of the period in question, 
between England, France and the

in “Pan-Germanism,” he believed 
the understanding which he de 
scribed to be an unwritten one.

“So early as 1897, Pan-Germanism 
did not appear in the form in which 
it later developed. 
the retirement of Bismarck, in 1890 
it had been evident that there were 
new plans, and a new shift in align 
yments. International conversations 
and international arrangements in 
creased in number. Things which 
happened later—the holding of the 
Philippines by the United States 
the restraining of the German fleet 
Manila and of the German at- 
tempt against Venezuela-——all argued 
the existennc of an understanding, 
beginning with the McKinley admin- 
istration, with John Hay, Secretary 
of State.

A new trpe of erectron detector 
tube which at 10 volts is from three 
to five times as sensitive as _ the 
same tube of the gas content detec- 
tor type have been perfected in the 
laboratories of the University of Ml!- 
nois, it is announced.

James Norman Hall, an American duthor of note, 
whose home is in Boston, made the long journey to 
the iand of copra and fictional inspiration for the pur- 
pose of learning the truth about this far-famed region. 
In the article here published he throws a new light 
on the life and habits of the women of the islands.

EARLY everyone, I imagine, has 
dreamed, at times, of the islands of the 
South Seas, and it would be interesting 
a ae what sort of a picture the 
thoneht of those distant lands calls up 
in the minds of the average man or 
woman at home. I was given some in- 
formation on this point recently by a friend whose 
business prevents him from being anything but a fire- 
side traveler. 

“The moment I think of the islands of the South 
Pacific,”’ he said, “I see, dimly, a land of wooded peaks 
and sunny valleys, filled with the odors of strange 
flowers and the music of falling water, and surround- 
ed by a mirrorlive lagéon. Wandering up one of 
those enchanted valleys is a white man, a _ beach- 
comber, and hand in hand with him as~he strolls 
through the shaded solitude _is the dusky maiden of his 
dreams. Her black hair falls free from her shoulders 
and her lithe form is clad in the scantiest of frocks. 
Or perhaps he is alone, the beach-comber, sitting. lost 
in reverie, by the bright waters of the lagoon, listen- 
ing to the wind soughing through the fronds of the 
palms. The morning passes, its changes marked only 
by the leaping of fish or the r:sounding thud of a 
falling cocoanut.

A man is-no authority in such matters, but I 
will venture to say that as a seamstress she is ahead 
of the average American woman. She has to be skill- 
ful, for there are no modistes in Polynesia. She owns 
a sewing machine of the latest model and with its 
help makes her own clothes, frocks for the children 
and her husband’s Sunday garb of white. As for hand- 
sewing. it needs an old-fashioned French woman to 
equal her.

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mother, to swarm up a cocoanut palm, but if she wint- 
ed a drinking nut, and none of her children were at 
hand, you would see her scurry up a 60-foot trunk 
without the least difficulty. She can swim and dive 
like a seal, handle her frail canve in stormy seas, and 
is a past mistress at the kinds of fishing relegated to 
the women among her people. 


I used to amuse myself with expeditions after the 
giant clam, called the tridacna, the great frilled-edge 
ones, which grow to such a size that the shells which 
the missionaries ta’e home to France are often used 
for baptismal fonts. One morning as I was getting 
my canoe ready to go out, an old friend dropped in— 
a Paumotuan woman of 60, as slender and vivacious 
as a girl. She wanted to zo along and I! consented, 
thinking it would amuse her to sit in the canoe and 
witch. Presently we dropped anchor in fairly shallow 
water, dt a place where the bottom of the lagoon was 
studded with clams.- The old grandmother sniffed the 
air, drenched with the salt spray drifting across the 
reef. “Aue! te miti e!” she said. “Ah, the smell of 
the sea! I could imagine myself back on the Low Is- 
land where I was born!” 


The next moment she was overboard, clothes and all, 
my water goggles over her eyes, my small crowbar in 
her hand. It was I who sat in the canoe and did the 
watching. I was half her age, and yet I rather prided 
myself on my ability to pry off one of these huge 
clams and bring it tq the surface without taking 
breath. She broke loose clam after clam, opened them, 
removed the meat and, in all, skewered a half dozen 
on the crowbar before coming to the surface. When 
the basket was full we paddied home, and she told me 
how, in her younger days, she often went diving for 
pearl shell with her husband, and could remain under 
Water at a depth of 100 feet, for as long as two and 
a half minutes. I doubted this at the time, but later, 
at the great annual diving season in the Low Archi- 
pelago, I saw women who equaled and even bettered 
this record. And during this time they were at work, 
moving over the floor of the lagoon, gathering p@arl- 
shell oysters and putting them into baskets and keeping 
a wary outlook on all sides for sharks. 


The women of the South Seas are not all sirens. The 
great majority of them are wives and mothers, aunts 
and grandmothers, very much like those of other coun- 
tries, other nationalities; and while this is contrary 
to popular opinion, it is none the less true that a 
white man—even a beachcomber—may live among 
them, if he wishes to, in perfect safety. 
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She didn’t care for him and she agreed 
to it at first bat when she saw them 
affectionately planning a honey- 
moon together and whispering 
sweet nothings in her presence so she 
wouldn’t hear them—why, it was 
too much for her to bear, so she 
just rebelled and knocked the whole 
deal into a cocked hat—so there! 


HERE is a modest cottage at beautidil 
Carmel-by-the-Sea., Cal., which peopie 
look at interestediv, as they pass.

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anything that aims to rid it of unhappiness as speed- 
ily as possible, and thereby pave the way for happiness. 
is a distinct benefaction. That Nevada necessitates 
only six months of waiting. as contrasted with one 
to three years demanded by other states, entities her 
to be put in a lofty place by altruists. 


Naturally, Nevada's provision for a six months’ resi- 
dence did not grow from altruistic motives. When 
Nevada was admitted to the Union. back in the ’60’s, 
she had a shifting population. California was coming; 
and as a frontier State Nevada was for many persons 
merely a temporary stopover. Pecause of her limited 
population, it was expedient for her to make the term 
of residence necessary to suffrage as short as possible. 
She decreed that the rights of citizenship might be ex- 
ereised ufter six months’ residence. The divorce 
Statute made the :residence pre-requisite the same 
period. 

Nevada's population today is about 75.000. It con- 
tinues good policy for her, therefore, to enfranchise 
her residents as speedily as possible. In 1913. the di- 
vorce residence time was extended to one year. But 
in 1915, the Legislature, unable to see any advantage 
in the extension, changed the time to its former dura- 
tion, six months. 

An ex-New York lawyer, William H. Schnitzer. came 
to Reno a number of years ago to practice. He saw 
the commercial posdibilities in the six months’ resi- 
dence statute. The grounds upon which divorce might 
'* obtained were no more numerous than in the ma- 
)atty of states; but compared with New York’s one 
sruind—infidelity—they offered wide latitude to the 
secler after freedom. He saw a field for what he con- 
Sicered perfectly legitimate profit. 
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These “ads” were inserted in theater programs and 
newspapers. Schnitzer also published a pamphiet for 
general distribution, on divorce practice and procedure 
in Nevada. Its purpose. avowed in the preface, was to 
bring hope of salvation and release to those domestic 
sufferers who had been told by their local lawyers 
that their own state offered them no redress. He held 
out also the lure of avoiding publicity by going from 
home—a phase that made a powerful appeal to a great 
many sensitive persons. 

Schnitzer was tried in the Nevada courts, upon the 
grounds of professional misconduct. In an effort to 
debar him from practice. He was let off with eight 
months’ suspension. But the results of his efforts 


-were beyond the jurisdiction of any court to counte- 


act. The attention of the country had been directed to 
the merits of Reno as a divorce center, and people 
commenced availing themselves of its advantages. 

There is—or was—one exception to the six months’ 
residence requirement. A statute existed since 1861 
until very recently, providing that an action for di- 
vorce might be instituted at once when the defendant 
as well as the plaintiff cocid be found within the 
county.* This has been modified by reason of the furore 
it created in its exemplification in the Mary Pickford 
case. 

The divorce decree granted to the popular film star 
against Owen Moore, tn Minden, Dovgilas County, 
Nev.. was strictly within the law, although she had 
resided there only three weeks. The popular cry that 
partiality was shown-—that because of her wealth and 
position she had had the benefit of special privileges— 
is a mistaken one.

Upon a later occasion, 
however, he did come; she asked him to 
stay at her home, or offered, if he pre- 
ferred, to zo to the hotel with him. 
He said no to both sugzgestions—de- 
clared he was happy, and that a bach- 
elor’s life suited him best. 

A last lame attempt to patch things 
up brought them together again for a 
short time—and then came the end. 

I have rehearsed the facts, as vouched 
for by Miss Pickford on the witness 
stand, to show that these two persons 
were thoroughly unhappy in a mutual 
relation. 

According to report, Miss Pickford 
has found happiness in her second 
union; therefore, since her divorce pro- 
ceedings satisfied all the legal require- 
ments, it is, in my opinion, a bit of 
blundering obstinacy, bordering upon 
stupidity, to seek to declaré her happi- 
ness illegal, and her unhappiness the 
source of satisfaction to the moral 
code! 

Later on I shall discuss at consider- 
able length this kind of stupidity, ram- 
pant throughout the country, and ex- 
pressing itself in the incredible atti- 
tude of great numbers of persons toward 
the matter of divorce. 


Due to the public notice that has been 
taken of the Pickford case. and the 
protests that have arisen regarding It, 
a change has been made in the statute. 
The law now provides that the cause 
for divorce must have wccurred while 
both parties were actually domiciled in 
the county, in order to give the court 
jurisdiction when neither one has been 
a six months’ resident. Had that pro- 
viso been in effect before the Pickford 
svit, it would have been necessary that 
Mr. Moore call his wife opprobrious 
names, or abuse her while drunk, or

one prolonged bickering. One night, about a month 
after their arrival, Mr. Moore failed to come home at 
the usual dinner hour, nor did he telephone. His wife, 
much worried, waited for him; and when he put in an 
appearance, she asked him where he had been. 

“None of your —— business,” was the reply. 

Not long after, in the fall of their marriage year, Mr. 
Mcore announced that he didn’t want to be bothered 
with a wife, and moved downtown, Miss Pickford 
testified. 

She stood a week of separation, then telephoned to 
her husband’s brother, who effected a reconciliation 
that lasted several months. 

All this time, Miss Pickford continued to work, sup- 
porting her mother, brother and sister, as well as her- 
self. Her husband said very frankly that he regarded 
a wife as a luxury, and didn’t intend buying her 
clothes, she testified. An advantageous opportunity 
came for her to accompany a moving picture concern to 


Aalifornia, and she suggested that he go, too, offering 


to pay his fare, but he refused. 

A little later he did come to Los Angeles, but quickly 
tired of it and decided to return to New York. His 
wife offered to go with him, saying she would seek 
employment there, but he vetoed the idea. They were 
separated for eight weeks, during which time she bom- 
barded him with letters, none of which elicited an an- 
swer. Finally, unable to bear it any longer, she went 
back. During the entire testimony, Miss Pickford did 
not disguise the fact that she had been very much 
in love with her husband. 

So it went on for some time—they lived scaather and 
separated, made it up and quarreled again, with a mo- 
notonous regularity of alternation. Sometimes it was 
in New York and sometimes in the West. One night, 
while they were in New York, Mise Pickford stopped 


in Douglas County in order to legitima- 
tize the proceedings. 

It is not only persons of wealth and prominence who 
come to Reno for divorce. Waitresses in Reno res- 
taurants, sales clerks in. shops, taxi drivers, dressmak- 
ers, and so on, are all recruited in considerable part 
from the transient residents. Many of them are sober, 
earnest, hard-working persons who found life intoler- 
able at home and who were driven to the step at con- 
siderable sacrifice. 

One of the advantages associated with the idea of 
seeking divorce in Reno is that it, obviates publicity. 
This fact has been somewhat misunderstood at times, 
leading to ludicrous and even disastrous complications. 
Some persons have taken it to mean that one party 
can quietly get his freedom without letting the other 
party know anything about it. 

I have been told about a woman who came for a 
divorce and rented an apartment on the ground floor 
of an apartment house’ She had not heard of her hus- 
band for a number of years; but so fixed was her ob- 
session that he would hunt her out and interfere with 
her plans that she purchased a set of heavy iron bars 
and fastened them to her window to keep him out. 

Not long after she heard of a second-story apart- 
ment in another house, and, feeling she would be safer 
there, she moved. As the time for her divorce action 
drew near, she learned that she had no alternative but 
to serve her husband with summons. Reluctantly she 
gave the address of his last known residence, and 
awaited tremblingly the result. Imagine the anti- 
climax, then, when the papers were returned, with these 
words: “Party has been dead three years.”

ten OR more than seven years, the great liner 

Lusitania hes rested undisturbed on the 

bottom of the sea, some 10 miles or less off 

the Irish coast. In the purser’s safe and 

strongroom of the sunken vessel there are 

gold, jewelry and other valuables worth 

approximately $6,000,000. The presence of 

this vast treasure in the deep is not a matter of legend 
or surmise but of record. 2 

Yet no eye, except possibly those of inquisitive ma- 
rine creatures, has looked upon the vessel since it was 
struck by a German torpedo, on May 7, 1915, and a 
few minutes afterwards slipped bemeath the waves 
with a loss of nearly 1200 lives among her passen- 
gers and crew. It was the most celebrated instance 
of “torpedoed without warning” during the Worid 
War. At present it seems doubtful whether the 
vessel itself ever can be brought to the surface. The 
depth of approximately 250 feet at which it lies, and 
the tremendous bulk of the Lusitania, make the 
chance of raising the liner and putting her back in 
service appear slender tndeed. 

Put at last an attempt will be made to salvage the 
treasure in the ourser’s safe and strongroom. A 
steamship actually is outfitting for the enterprise, 
despite much doubtful wagging of heads by experi- 
enced divers and predictions that only failure will be 
the result. 

Undoubtedly, it is the most difficult salvaging job 
ever undertaken. But at least there is a _ definite 
prize, known to be waiting at a certain spot on the 
dark bed of the ocean. Thus the attempt differs from 
the numerous romantic expeditions which, in years 
past, have gone forth to seek the buried hoards of 
pirates, or the wrecks of Spanish galleons with their 
carzo of gold and silver bars. 

Such expeditions invariably pinned their hopes to 
an ancient map, or to the tale spun by some grizzled, 
impecunious mariner or even to a mere tradition 
haunting some lonely island or unfrequented shore. 
Disappointment and fz2ilure has been their usual out- 
come, although faith often persists after the expedi- 
tion has been abandoned. 

About the riches aboard the Lusitania there is. of 
course, no doubt. Neither does uncertainty exist as to 
the approximate tiocation of her hull. And the enter- 
prisng men who will attempt to salvage the Lusi- 
tania’s treasure know, or believe that they do, all 
about the difficulties which will have to be overcome 
in reaching the valuables. 

Briefly, they must make their way through several 
steel decks before they can éven see the safe and 
the strongroom. They propose to do so by blasting 
out oles in the successive decks, through which their 
divers may descend, and through which the bulky 
metal containers may be drawn up to the surface by 
means of cables. 

And all this hazardous toil at a considerably greater 
depth than the record point at which useful work 
under waiter ever has been done before! The attempt 
will be a display of rare ingenuity and courage, even 
if it fails of success. 

The Lusitania now rests upon a hard-shell bottom, 
in water ranging from 38 to 42 fathoms in depth, or 
from 228 to 252 feet, it is commonly agreed. The spot 
is about eight miles off the Irish coast, between Seven 
Heads and Old Kinsale Point. 

While the fact has pot been definitely established, 
the opinion prevails that she is virtually upright in 
the water and lying @bout paraliel with the sweep of 
the tide, which normally has a total rise and fall here 
of 11 feet. Thus the site of the proposed salvaging 
work is an exposed one. ae 

Mention already has been made of the depth at 
which the divers will have to work, and which is un- 
) recedented for such a task. As an important feature 
of the preparations. B. F. Leavitt has improved the 
‘submarine armor” which he brought out some years 
ago and which was used in salvage operations on the 
Steamship Pewabic. sunk in Lake Huron. off the 
east coast of Michigan, in 13865. 

The Pewabic lay i176 feet below the surface. a 
dexth which could not be approached without great 
danger by a diver im the ordimary type of dress. 
Savs Robert G. Skerrett. discussing the Lusitania un- 
dertaiing in The Scientific American: 
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“The greatest depth at which useful work has been 
done is 182 feet. At this depth a Spanish diver re- 
covered $9000 in silver bars from a wreck off Cape 
Finisterre. But this is altogether excepfional: but 
two other cases of useful work at 150 feet or more 
are om the records; and ordipary dock and harbor 
work is conducted at depths between 239 and 60 feet.” 

After building his submarine armor, Leavitt demon- 
strated that he could descend 360 feet in his all-metal 
suit and remain there for 45 minutes without physical

a small, steel, nontwisting cable from the end often 
derrick, or boom, on the salvaging ship anchored above 
the wreck. In general, the diver’s lateral motion wil 
be controlled by the swinging of this boom. The 
cable also will be used for lowering him into the 
depths and bringing him to the surface, 

The same cable also furnishes telephonic communi- 
cation between the diver and the people at the surface. 
The core of the cable is to carry a circuit which will 
render continuous communication possible. This 
should both facilitate the work and increase the safety 
of the diver. 

The vessel being outfitted for the work is the wood- 
en steamer Blakeley, formerly belonging to the Ship- 
ping Board, with a displacement of 2800 tons. It has a 
stee] cargo boom capable of handling a load of 30 
tons, with which it is proposed to raise the purser’s 
safe when cables have been attached to it. Bucket 
dredges or other lifting tackle will be used for bringing 
up the packages from the strongroom. 

The equipment to be used under the surface also in- 
cludes several deep-sea electric lights which are en- 
cased in globes capable of withstanding a hydrostatic 
pressure of 600 pounds to the square inch. 

But the task of gaining access to the place where 
the purser’s safe and strongroom are, naturally deep 
within the interior of the steel body of the Lusitania, 
stands out as the most difficult problem which must be 
solved by the salvaging party. 

According ‘to their present plan, the Blakeley will 
be anchored so that she can be held directly over that 
part of the Lusitania where-the treasure lies. Divers 
will descend to the uppermost deck and at a point 
as directly as possible above their goal, will place 
charges of dynamite. 

The expectation is that when these charges of dyna- 
mite are detonated, which, of course will be with the 
aid of electricity, the explosion will clear a way 
through that deck. and leave a sufficiently large 
opening so that the divers, on their next deacent 
from the surface, can clamber down through the 
aperture to the next lower deck, where again they will 
place charges of dynamite to be detonated by electricity. 
Then the same procedure will be repeated as many 
times as may be necessary. 

In this way, the members of the Plakeley salvaging 
party hone, the divers in their submarine armor finally 
will be able to reach the deck where the purser had his 
office, and will be able to attach lines to the safe and 
assembled pac“ages from the strongroom. Objects raised 
from the interior of the Lusitania will pases up through 
the same series of gaping holes in the steel decks that 
the divers passed through on their way down. 

Some maritime wreckers of wide experience do not 
believe that either dynamite or nitroglycerin will be of 
much use in smashing through and clearing away the 
steel work which lies between the salvaging party and 
their objective. It is declared that when these ex- 
plosives have been under water they generally have 
produced a maze of tangled plates and beams suffi- 
cient to check the advance of a courageous diver in 
the ordinary dress, even though he were experienced 
in difficult tasks amid deep-water conditions. 


These criticisms, however, have produced po change 
in the plans of the Bla*eley expedition. It is apparent, 
however, that even if a series of gaps, sufficiently 
large, is blown through the steel dec*s intervening 
between the top deck and th® purser’s office, it will yet 
remain a dangerous venture for the divers. 

The jagged edges of these holes will be a menace to 
the divers, in that the cables by which they are lowered 
and raised might become entangled in the bent and 
splintered steel. If a man were thus caught fast, his 
rescue might well prove extremely difficult. Strong 
currents in the water, swinging the bronze-clad diver 
to and fro as he hangs suspended from the boom far 
above, might well dash him into a mass of twisted 
metal from which he hardly could be released. 

Heretofore there thas been no attempt to salvage 
the wreck of the Lusitania because of the enormous 
engineering difficulties involved. These difficulties 
may never be conquered, although there has been dis- 
cussion a-plenty and some very definite pjans offered, 
both for recovering the treasure and for refloating the 
ship herself, a far more heroic proposal. 


The reason that the treasure remained aboard the 


Lusitania when she made her final plunge is to bé& 


found in the conditions which caused such a heavy loss 
of life—the fact that there was no warning, the fact 
that the listing of the vessel interfered with launching 
the lifeboats and the still more decisive fact that she 
went down so quickly after being torpedoed. 

Capt. W. T. Turner, commander of the Lusitania, 
testifying at the inquest at Kinsale, Ireland, said that 
the vessel floated “about 18 minutes after the tor- 
pedo struck her.” In fact, she was still moving when 
she sank. 

“Il gave orders to stop the ship,” testified Capt. 
Turner, “but we could not stop her. We found that 
the engines were out of commission. It was not safe 
to lower boats until the speed was off the vessel. As 
a matter of fact, there was a perceptible headway on 
her up to the time she went down.” 

Immediately after the torpedo struck, the vessel's 
course was altered so that she headed straight fo- 
land, but, as the captain said, “it was useless.” ‘I 
watertight bulkheads evidently had been forced ojra

—RIndians in awe of the “Great Smoke Manitou” for which scientists —_ 


the more prosaic name, “spontaneous combustion” 


IL prospectors, geologists and engineers, 
returning from the new Mackenzie River 
oil fields in Northern Canada, are telling 
of a remarkable natural phenomenon 
known in that district as “Hell's Fires.” 
This is a burning mountain ridge of bi- 
tuminous coal and shale almost on the 

rim of the Arctic Circle and in the vicinity of a set- 
tlement which has a sulphurous atmosphere and is 
called New Chicago. 

This burning area extends northward for 250 miles 
between Norman and Old Fort Hope and is approxi- 
mately 1590 miles north of Edmonton, the gateway 
to the vast Mackenzie River region to which fortune 
hunters have been flocking since the discovery of oil 
there. For two summer seasons there has been a rush 
to these fields comparable to the gold rush to the 
Klondike in 1887. On their journeys up the Mackenzie 
River nrany oil prospectors have found it difficult to 
induce Indian gvides to accompany them because of 
the proximity of “Hell's Fires,” which have a terror- 
izing effoct upon the Indian mind. 

The Northern Indians seem to have long known of 
“Hell’s Fires.” Originally they spo*e of it with awe 
a&S “the big smo*e Manitou.” Its present name was 
conferred on it after the Indians became Christian- 
ized. Travelers and explorers at various stages of 
the romantic history of the Northwest have observed 
this burning mountain, but not until recently was it 
made the subject of careful study and scientific re- 
search. 

It already has been svggested that the heat and 
gases from this great mass of burning coal ‘might 
some day be utilized in furnishing heat and power if 
the country becomes thic “ly settled and industrial 
activities ensue. 

Kirby Thomas, a consulting engineer, in a recent 
address before the Engineers’ Club of New York City 
gave an interesting account of “Hell's Fires.” 

“There is no occasion to put in a hurried call for 
the firemen,” he said. “These fires have been burn- 
ing for centurjes. In fact, the first alarm was 
turned in by Asexander Mackenzie, the noted explorer 
of Canada’s vast northern stretches, in the year 1789. 
This tireless and intrepid traveler, engaged at the time 
in fur operations in rivalry with the historic Hudson 
Bay Co., had traversed many of the wide spaces in 
this vast North country. He determined on a voyage 
to the wholly unknown north seas, down the river 
since properly known bv his name, and accomplished it 
after many difficulties and hardships. In a quaint book 
entitled ‘Voyages Throrgh North America to the 
Frozen and Pacific Oceans,’ he records his experiences 
on this voyage, which took him to the delta of the 
river far beyond the Arc‘ic Circle. 

“He describes the burning ban's of the river briefly. 
His party had noticed the ‘sulphurous smells’ when 
going down the river. Reti&ning when ‘14 days from 
the last camp,’ he landed and found ‘a burning seam 
of coal which had been on fire for many years.’ 


“Sir John Franklin, who led the ill-fated polar ex- 
pedition about the middle of the last century, recorded 
in his journais that on one of his early voyages he bad 
visited a place where there were ‘sulphurous springs 
of mineral pitch,’ probably the same locality referred to 
by Macrenzie, who had also noted the oil springs found 
in the vicinity of the ‘burning seam of coal.’ 

“Since Macrenzie pointed the way, a continual thin 
Stream of trappers and traders and a few seekers after 
gold has passed along the Mac*enzie River highway, 
followed in later years by the fearless and tireless 
members of the Northwest Mounted Police on danger- 
ous missions ft law and order. Numerous outposts 
for trading or administration purposes were estab- 
lished. One of these, now called Norman. is near where 
the oil discovery was recently made. It is about 10 
miles south of Norman, that the burning area begins. 

“Another record of the ‘Hell's Fires’ region was made 
in 1914, when T. O. Bosworth of the Canadian Geo- 
logical Survey made a reconnoissance into the reczion 
to investigate reports of oil. He reported that he 
found near Norman ‘two seams of coal. the upper of 
which has been burning for more than 109 years.’ ” 

The Canadian Geological Survey. in a report recent- 
ly issued, explains that the fires are due to spontaneous 
combustion of bituminous material in-a stratum of 
Shale which has a thickness of 509 to 1000 feet. @n 
some places there are red cliffs of burnt shale 106 to 
200 feet high. 

Engineer Thomas, in his address, said the atories of 
returning oil prospectors are more thrilling than 
the scientific records. Some have reported that the 
approach to “Hell's Fires” is heralded for many miles 
»y a strong smeil of sulphur and gas. One returning 
e:sonfturer described the river banks in places as “‘siz- 
zing furnaces” and told of tricvies of molten and 
clowing clay which fall into the river. When the ba- 
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rometer is low the river valley is filled with acrid 
smoke and odorous gases. The shale is reported to be 
afire near the water line at scores of places between 
Norman and Fort Hope. These perpetual fires are

though he was nervous, he walked to the scaffold. I 
had prayed with him in his cell. On the scaffold a 
Brigadier of the Salvation Army prayed, and Weeks 
mumbled a brief prayer. The Brigadier said: ‘Eugene, 
don't you want to pray now? ‘I've said my prayer,’ 
replied Weeks. 

“It was just before the noon hour. I! strapped the 
condemned man's hatfds, and a deputy strapped his 
feet. I put the black sack over his head, and stood 
behind him. lasked ‘him if he was ready, and he said 
he was. ‘Good-by, Eugene,’ [ said. He responded, 
‘“Good-by, Robb.” Those were his lasi words. I gave 
the lever a strong puil and the man shot down. 

“During the execution I kept my nerve, but the next 
hour was a terrible one for me. I! went over to the 
Warden's house. There, alone, I cried like a baby. 
For two days IT was about ‘all in.’ But [I had done my 
duty.” , 

Pecause sO many persons, from many states, were 
sending Sheriff Robb letters of approval or disap- 
proval fer his official act of hanging Eugene Wee's, 
the Sheriff felt that he should make a public state- 
ment setting forth his attitude. After office hours 
he closed the door leading to his private office and dic- 
tated to the writer the following statement: 

“Because I have ‘been much misrepresented in the 
press of the country by men who claim to have .inter- 
viewed me in regard to my attitude toward the hanging 
of Eugene Weeks, I have decided to give a statement 
to the people of the cotmtrv, though I am rather re- 
luctant to talk about an unpleasant subject. 

“I am a minister of the gospel and also Sheriff of 
Polk County, Ia., and it fell to my lot to be in office 
when for the first time in 19 years some men from this 
county were to be hanged by the neck till dead. A 
great many people have written me letters condemning 
me for doing the job, and a great many have written 
me commending me for doing it. 

“Eugene Wee's killed a grocery man by the name 
of Fosdick a little over a year ago. After some three 
weeks he was apprehended by men from my office and 
confessed the crime to me: personally. His accomplice 
also confessed. Later Weets repudiated his confes- 
sion and was tried in the District Court and found 
guilty. Twelve men and wom@ heard the evidence 
and decided that beyond a reasonable doubt he was 
guilty and that the penalty should be death. 

“A Christian Judge sentenced him to die. The case 
was appealed to the Supreme Court. The Supreme 
Court reviewed the manner of trial; the nature of the 
evidence and the instructions of the Court, and found 
he had been fairly tried, that the jurors had been 
tairly instructed and that the evidence was sufficient 
to prove his guilt beyond a reasonable doubt. The 
case was then taten to the Governor of the State, who 
very carefully reviewed the whole process and consid- 
ered the circumstances surrounding the case, and 
found there were no extenuating circumstances that 
would permit him to show mercy to the cendenned 
man. He issued a death warrant and sent if to me, and 
I see no reason why I should have been egoist enough 
to set up my opinion to offset the opinion of all these 

“As Sheriff of Polk County it was my duty to serve 
the warrant and hang the man. As a minister of the 
gospel, however, I was face to face with a tremendous 
problem. The interpretation of religious law men are 
more divided about than on any other thing. For over 
a year I studied the question from all eneles, and as 
notice had been published in the papers I received 
pamphlets, letters and literature from all over the 
country. Editors, lawyers, ministers and laymen all 
wrote me frankly, arguing the question from every 
angie. 

“After reviewing them all—for [ have read every 
letter that I have received where the writer had the 
courage to sign his name—I decided that it was my 
duty both as minister and Sheriff to execute the law, 
and I did my duty and hanged the man: and today as I 
look back upon it I cannot see how I could nave done 
otherwise. 

“It was the first time that I know of that a minister 

of the gospel had ever been asked to do such a job. 
The question with me was, if a minister was not he- 
man enough to perform the duties of a public official 
it would be an indictment-against the ministry as a 
whole. If the laws of our land are just and right, 
I do not see why a Christian man shorid not enforce 
them. Ifa minister of the gospel should shrink from 
public service as a public official and avoid an un- 
pleasant act by ordering someone else to do the dis- 
agreeable job, because of vublic criticism, it would have 
proved to the people that ministers as a class were 
incapable of holding office, which is untrue. 
_ “The law says that the Sheriff shall appoint certain 
deputies, for whose acts he shall be responsible. I 
should have been no less performing the task if I had 
deputized a man to do the job for whose acts | was 
responsible. Therefore, | had but ene proposition left 
—I either was to do my duty or resign, and if I did 
resign it would have no effect in stopping or injuring 
in any way the course of the law. 

“I am not willing to acknowledge that we cannot 
have Christian men in America to enforce the laws. 
That is the very kind we need. If any Christian man 
could enforce the law. I could, as a minister of the 
gospel of Christ. Are the laws of America so unjust 
that Christian men cannot take part in governmental! 
affairs? Why am I more guilty than the jury that 
condemned him to death. the Judge that interpreted 
the law and said he should die, the Supreme Coart 
Judges who affirmed the decision and said it was right 
he should die, or the Governor who alone had the par- 
doning power and refused to use it? 

“There is, therefore. only one argument possible to

the people to oppose my hanging the man. That was 
on the basis that capital punishment is wrong, there- 
fore the death penalty is wrong, the action of the court 
was wrong and my action as minister would be wrong 
if | hanged the man. That argument I am ready to 
answer. 

“Is the death penalty wrong? =I do not believe that 
it is. The whole scheme ef justice, the whole idea of 
right and wrong, is based upon reward of the righteous 
and punishment of the sinful. The theme of the Bible 
from Genesis to Revelation is that God is the Eternal 
Father, maker of heaven ald earth, and that He is 
the Judge of the Universe, and that before Him every 
man must answer for his wrongdoing and receive re- 
ward for his virtues. 

“The staiements of Jesus constantly, again and 
again, call the attention of the people to the fact that 
the wages of sin is death and the reward of virtue 
is life. If those who violate the law of God are to 
be cast forever into outer darkness, where there is to 
be weeping and wailing and gnashing of teeth, if the 
sheep are to be on the right hand and the goats on the 
left, if eternal death is the punishment for a sinful 
soul, and if it is true that ‘except men eat the body 
and drink the blood of the Son of God they do not have 
eternal life, and if ‘whatsoever a man soweth he shall 
aiso reap,’ and ‘except a man be born again he can 
never see the kingdom of God’—in other words. if 
God exacts the penalty of death eternal on His children 
for wrongdoing-—why should Christian peopie object if 
the law attempts to imitate the teachings of the Good 
Book? 

“If a mar should forfeit his life and his right to 
existence because he violates the law of God, is the 
State to be condemned because it deprives him of 
further earthly life because he is a menace to society? 
Why do people argue that capital punishment is wrong 
and say the Bible is right? The Old Testament was 
written by men who were inspired as they were moved 
by the Holy Spirit, and it contained the wik of God to 
the mer of that day. Now, if it was right to order capital 
punishment in the days when men were ignorant, and 
if God himself ordered it, as He did in Numbers, the 
thirty-fifth chaptert. sixteenth to twenty-first verses 
which follow: 

“ “But if he smote him with an instrument of iron so 
that he died, he is a murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. And if he smote him with a 
stone in the hand whereby a man may die. and he died, 
he is a murderer: the murderer shall surely be put to 
death.’ 

“Again, in the thirtieth verse: ‘Whoso killeth any 
person, the murderer shall be slain at the mouth of 
witnesses: but one wiiness shall not testify against 
any person that he die.’ 

“The thirty-first verse: ‘Moreover, ye shall take no 
ransom for the life of a murderer that is guilty of 
death, but he shall surely be put to death.’ 

“Again, in Deuteronomy, 17, 9-10, we find this in- 
struction: ‘And they shall show thee the sentence of 
judgment, and thou shalt do according to the tenor 
of the sentence which they shal! show thee from that 
place which Jehovah shall choose, and thou shalt ob- 
serve to do according to all that they shall teach thee, 
according to the tenor of the law which they shall 
teach thee and according to the judgment which they 
shall] tel) thee thou shalt do. Thou shalt not turn aside 
from the sentence which they shall show thee, to the 
right hand. nor to the left.’ 

“Now, if men of God. moved by the Holy Spirit, were 


correct in their statement that God orders men to 


punish their fellows in the above manner, you've either 
zo. to argue if capital punishment is wrong now it 
was wrong then. and if capital punishment is wrong 
your Bible is wrong and your God did wrong, or you ve 
got to argue that capital punishment was right once, 
but is wrong now, which is absurd. 

“I believe that God was right in the beginning by 
ordering that men who are vile enough te murder their 
fellows without cause-are unworthy to live and should 
pay the penalty by forfeiting their lives. ! see no 
more reason for keeping an inexcusable murderer alive 


_in the penitentiary, where he might possibly escape, 


and menace the life of the community, than that a 
man should be permitted to keep pet rattlesnakes in 
any place where they might escape and menace the life 
of the neighborhood. 

“I want to say to you. however, that one of the wd 
est jobs that I ever did was to hang Eugene Wee 
and that that day shall live in my memory as a ter- 
rible nightmare which one never can forget.” 

After concluding this statement the Sheriff walked 
across the street to get a sandwich and a glass of mii: 
—jna saloon. It was a reformed saloon. The bar was 
there, but the brass rail was missing. The Sheriff 
stood up at the bar and partook of his sandwich and 
milk, then repeated the order. Having worked over- 
time he had missed his evening dinner. A large-sized 
citizen stepped into the saloon

the individual was in no way responsible, and must 
find the cause of his conduct, and, as far as possible, 
remove the cause.” 

Darrow anticipates the natural inquiry of the read- 
er as ta whether, under his different conception of 
criminals, nobody shall be restrained. Thus does he 
reply: 

“It is really idle to ask this question. No matter 
what one may think of the so-called criminal and his 
responsibility, or quite regardless of whether we feel 
pity or hatred, the great mass of the community will 
not suffer one who has little self-control to interfere 
seriously and directly with the peace and happiness 
of the tommunity in which he lives. Whether by the 
action of the law or by vigilance committees, some Men 
will not be allowed to be at large. * * * 

“Taking away the liberty of another has onf¥ one 
justification. The great mass of people in any com- 
munity must and will act in self-defense. it needs no 
finespun theories to justify it. Hatred should have 
nothing to do with it.” But Darrow sees a vast dis- 
tinction between self-defense and punishment. He 
says: 

“Punishment, in the proper meaning of the term, 
cannot be justified by any reasoning. Punishment 
really means the infliction of pain because the indi- 
vidual has willfully transgressed. Its supposed justi- 
fication is that somehow the evil done is atoned for,

suffer pain. Punishment means that the suffering by 
the victim is the end. and it does not mean that: any 
good shal] grow out of the suffering."’ Then the writer 
touches upon what is really the underlying idea of 
his book: 

“It may be argued that whether the victim is_pun- 
ished or simply restrained can make no difference. In 
this lies the whole diffgrence between scientific and 
humane treatment of the unfortunate, and the vengeful 
punishments that have always been visited by the 
strong upon the helpless and the weak. 

“Society restrains the imbecile, the dangerously in- 
sane, the victims of deadly, contagious diseases. All 
these are restrained without any feeling of hatred, but 

with pity and understanding. 
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A hard environment is to blame e tor the de- 
velopment of many so-called “crim- 
deciares famous lawyer.

Society does not keep one of 
these persons under restraint 
after he has sufficiently recov- 
ered to make it safe to return 
to the community; neither does 
it release one until he is safe. 
“It uses the best methods for 
his treatment that may make 
him fit to live with his fellows, 
and the best efforts to place 
him in a proper environment 
when discharged. Neither does 
any disgrace nor humiliation 
nor handicap attach to the un- 
fortunate when discharzed. 
“In a sense, the attitude of 
mind held by the group to- 
ward the ‘criminal’ is the whole 
question. From this everything 
follows, and without it change 
or humanity or hope is not pos- 
sible.”

produce what the world calls criminals, Derrow does 
not mean that murder runs in families or that a man 
turns robber because his father or his grandtather was 
a robber. It is a much more reasonable proposition, 
namely, that the mental, physica! or nervous defects in 
the “machine” render an individual more liable to 
succumb to a hard environment. 

“While some heredities withstand a poor environ- 
ment.” he says, “others are so poor that, no matter 
how good the environment, the machine cannot sur- 
vive. An idiot is an illustration of one whom environ- 
ment cannot change. No heredity will overcome the 
hardest environments. * * * Some machines 
reach the brea’ing point soon and some later, but all 
have their limit.” Then he declares: 

“Tens of thousands of men live in a comparatively 
easy environment and pass their lives as useful cjtizens 
with yo taint of criminality to their names, who under 
a hard environment would be found in prison. On the 
other hand, perhaps most of the inmates of prisons 
would have lived as respected citizens if their environ- 
ment had not been so hard. 

“Heredity has everything to do with making the 
machine strong and capable, or weak and ubeless; but 
when the machine is made and thrown on the world 
in its imperfect shape, environment has everything to 
do in determining what its fate shall be.” And 
later he summarizes this aspect of the problem as 
follows: 

“Man acts in response to outside stimuli. How he 
acts depends on the nature, strength and inherent char- 
acter of the machine, and the habits, customs, inhibi- 
tions and experiences that environment gives him. Man 
is in no sense the m4*er of himself and has no more 
power than any other machine to escape the law of 
cause and effect. Fle does as he must. Therefore, there 
is no such thing as moral responsibility in the sense 
in which this expression is ordinarily used. 

“Punishment as something inflicted for the purpose 
of giving pain is cruelty and vengeance and nothing 
else.” 

Darrow denies that there is a criminal type, although 
most criminals exhibit some common characteris‘ics, 
he says, such as that, “with few exceptions, the crim- 
inal comes from the walks of the poor and has no 
education or next to none. For this society is much 
to blame. Sometimes he is obliged to go to work too 
soon, but often he cannot learn at school. This is not 
entirely the favlt of the boy's heredity; it is largely the 
fault of the school.” 

But it is more or less misleading, the author points 
out, to say that an uneducated man commits crime 
because he is uneducated. Then comes the comment: 

“Often his lack of education as well as his crime 
comes from poverty. Crime and poverty may come 
from something else. All come because he had a poor 
makeup or an insufficient chance.” The boasted 
progress of the human race receives its share of blame, 
as follows: 

“Civilization is all the while making it harder for 
men to keep out of prison. Especially do the weak and 
ignorant and poor find that environment is constantly 
creating more inhibitions #8 time goes on. While rules 
and customs. are prohibiting more and more ways of 
getting property, the needs growing out of civiliza- 
tion are always increasing. 

“The simple, inexpensive life of the past has given 
place to a more complex way of living, which calls 
for greater expense and harder work. It has created 
rivalry afid jealousy to get the things that others have, 
and hes placed men in a mad race with each other 
which often leads to jail or death.” 

The author believes that punishment as now meted 
out by the State, which he terms vengeance, is neither 
justified morally nor tends to the prevention of crime 
in the future, and be holds that the problem is one of 
giving the weak “machines” a bettér chance then they 
have now. 

What he terms “easier conditions of life under fairer

> «ial surroundings,” in place of “the 
hard and unfair conditions that society 
imposes” now and the present inequali- 
ties in the distribution of wealth, is one 
feature of Darrow’s suggestions, as a pre- 
ventive measure. Closely associated with 
this are his repeated demands for more 
efficient schools, that is, schoois adapted 
to the boys who have no desire for, nor 
abilitv in, the usual scholastic courses. 
Manual training and such work would 
make the schoo! attractive to thousands of 
boys who can do nothing else. 

These are suggestions in the work of 
crime prevention. For the man or bey 
who already has committed a crime, Dar- 
row says that confinement may be neces- 


“All prisons,” he says, “should be in the 
hands of experts, physicians, eriminol- 
ogists, biologists and, above all, the hu- 
mane. Every prisoner should pe made 
to feel that the State is interested in his 
good as well as the good of the society 
from which he came. * * * 

“When the public is ready to provide 
for the protection of society and still to 
recognize and heed the impulses of hu- 
manity and meréy, it will abolish all fixed 
terms. As well might it send a patient 
to a hospital for a fixed time and then dis- 
charge him. regardless of whether he is 
cured or not, as to confine a convict for 
a definite, predetermined time. 


“If the offense is one of a serious na- 


ture that endangers the public, the pris- 
oner should not be peleased until by un- 
derstanding or education, or age, OF the 
proper form of treatment, it is fairly evi- 
dent that he will not offend again. When 
the time comes, if it is the day of his in- 
carceration. he should be released. 

“The smallest reflection ought to teach 
that for many crimes, especially for many 
property crimes, it is hopeless to release 
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sary. But it should be clearly understood, 
he insists, that the confinement is for 
the benefit of the wrongdoer, quite as" 
much as for society's protection. It must 
not be regarded as punishment. Again, 
it will be a case of adjusting environment 
to heredity, since heredity cannot be ad-' 
justed to environment, which the world 
has tried to do and failed.

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stituency takes time and energy. The fact remains, 
however, that a Congressman can lead as slothful @ 
life as he pleases, and mone can say him nay except 
his constituents at the end of two years. There are 
some members of Congress, notably some New York 
members, so chronically guiity of absenteeism that 
their faces are hardly known to the doorkeepers. 

But still the argument against increasing congres- 
sional salaries is not complete. Seventy-five hundred 
dollars a year is not all that a Congressman gets. Let 
us examine his perquisites. First, is the item of 
mnfieage—20 cents a mile each way between his 
home and the capital for each session of Congress. 
There are two regular sessions in each Congress; 
the last three Congresses, including the present, have 
had an extra session, or three in all. A Congressman 
gets his full mileage allowance whether or not he 
goes home between sessions. When the intervening 
period is short, many Congressmen stay in Wash- 
ington; they take the cash, so to speak, and let the 
travel go. At least 67, that being the number of 
bachelors in the present House, have no incentive in 
the way of wife and family to take them home. 

The mileage check, in the case of members from 
distant states, amounts to a considerable sum. Rep- 
resentative Mondell of Wvoming, the Republican lead- 
er, receives $766 per session, or $2298 for a Con- 
gress of three sessions. Representative Raker of 
California draws $1452.20 per session, or $4359.60 per 
Congress. The 18 members from Texas, of whom four 
are unmarried, get an average of $2191.44 for each 
Congress. 

It should be added that some members undoubtedly 
spend all their allowance fm necessary traveling be- 
tween their homes and Washington. Representative 
Mondell says the amount allotted him has never been 
sufficient to cover his expenses. On the other hand, 
it is equally true that a considerable number of mem- 
bers profit handsomely from the allowance. 

Again, in the matter of clerk hire, it is necessary 
to differentiate between two classes of Congress- 
men, those who abuse the perquisite and those who do 
not. The allowance for clerk hire is now $2200. Until 
a few years ago it was $2000, and the Congressman 
could take that sum and dispense it, or not dispense 
it at all, as he saw fit. He could hire a stenographer 
at $40 a month and pocket the balance. Thrifty mem- 
bers having adjoining offices could club together, 
four or five of them, and get along with one clerk. 
Not only were practices of this kind possible, but they 
were resorted to—and resorted to upon such a scale 
that Congress, taking note of the resultant scandal, 
provided when the clerk hire was raised to the present 
sum that the names of the clerks should be placed on 
the rolls of Congress and the money should be paid 
directly to them. 

Abuses have been lessened by this provision, but 
not done away with. Probably 200 Congressmen are 


practicing mepotism in the makeup of their clerical 


forces. Wives, sons 
and daughters in 
large numbers are on 
the payroll. The 
employment of a 
wife, son or daugh- 
ter as a congression- 
al clerk does not, of 
course, necessarily 
imply an abuse; it is 
deubtless true in 
many cases that the 
relative is a faithful 
worker, and, owing 
to familiarity with 
conditions in the 
home district, pecu- 
liarly fitted for the 
job. But the prac- 
tice, at best, is open 
to suspicion. At its 
worst it is a flag- 
rant abuse of the 
clerk-hire perquisite, 
as where a wife or 
other relative re- 
ceives the lion's 
share of the allow- 
ance for merely sign- 
ing the payroll and 
the work is actually done;-for the lesser share, by 
someone else. 

The $2200 is usually split between two persons, at 
$2000 and $1200. This means that each gets, in ad- 
dition to the salary, the $240 yearly bonus allowed to 
all Government employes receiving less than 

2500 

If a Congressman has two members of his family on 
his office payroll, as some have, the family ex- 
chequer is swelled, therefore, by $3680. That’s a 
possible item to be taken into account in determining 
whether or not congressional salaries should be in- 
creased. 

Another item is the species of free insurance con- 
sisting in the fact that whenever a Congressman dies 
in office, his widow is promptly voted his salary for 
one year. 

Another is free travel: a Congressman can 
take a free junket to Panama on a Government ves- 
sel; the members of his family can go along for the 
nomina! sum of $61 each for the round trip. 


Among the smaller perquisites ts the stationery al- 
lowance of $125 a session, or $375 for an average Con- 
gress. The amount is credited to the Congresaman’s 
account in the stationery room. If he sees fit, he 
may take it all in cash, or he may draw on it for 
“stationery” as long as it lasts. “Stationery” in the 
congressional lexicon means virtually anything. 
Representative Blanton, who is especially eloquent 
in his denunciation of this perquisite, says the word 
sometimes means whisky flasks. Blanton bought a 
flask in the stationery room to prove that it could be 
done, and used the exhibit, alone with manicure sets 
and other purchases, in a speech in Congress. The 
address did not:enhance his popularity. 


Abuse of the stationery perquisite, however, is by 
no means general. If a Congressman attends prop- 
erly to his correspondence, he probably needs all of 
the $125 a session for stationery and office supplies. 
Some have to make up a deficit ont of their pockets. 
Some, likewise, pay their clerks more than the $3200 
allowance. 

Leaving the small stationery allowance out of con- 
sideration, what does the Congressman get? He gets 
his $7500 whether he works or not: gets his mileage 
whether he travels or not, and may get, if his con- 
science lets him, $3680 for two members of his fam- 
ily on the office payrol!—these major items in addi- 
tion to the smaller perquisites like the Panama 
trip. 

The House has been taken as a basis of calculation. 
Senators receive the same salary as House members, 
but, as befits their greater dignity, more in the line 
of incidental prerggatives. The Senate, being com- 
posed to a large extent of men of independent means, 
as suggested by the title of “The Millionaires’ Club” 
bestowed on it in the Newberry debate, doesn’t need 
to be separately considered in this discussion. 

The question is whether Congressmen—meaning 
specifically the members of the House—ought to be 
allowed to do by themselves as they have done by 
others. 

An increase of $2500 a vear for the 521 members of

‘Congress. But would it? That and all related ques- 


tions are respectfully referred to the 
payer. 

The poor Congressman, in typical Washington 
phrase, would welcome his “reaction.” The Con- 
gessman would like to know just how far he may 
safely go in the matter of salary for himself. Dare he
